and his political coadjutors—the contest be 
ween freedom and slavery on the soil o;

They well know 
with what earnestness and justice the grea 
mass of emigrants flocking thither from th 
free States, and largely from New England 
have opposed the establishment of slaver;

<ieitrufliim"sympathiesfrom Missouri. And 
they also know how it was, that by a series 
of the grossest outrages, a legislative usurpa- 
tion was thrust upon the actual residents ol 
Kansas, in impudent defiance of their rights, 
that this sham Legislature proceeded to 
sanction the introduction of slavery into the 
territory, and to harass and disfranchise the 
friends of freedom, subjecting to fines, im- 
prisonment and death, the utterance of anti- 
slavery sentiments and the relief of wronged 
and outraged humanity.

The Great Quack Press. 


"We should as soon think of skirmishing

Such was the state of things iu Kansas, 


down to the close of Mr. Pierce's adminis- 
tration, in March last.

We are often told, in reply to fears and

it. We must say, in all candor, that we 
deeply fear the contrary. In our judgment, 
the probability is a much stronger one, that 
Kansas will come into the Union as a slave 
State, than that she will be free. The slave 
power, which has ruled this nation for the 
last half century, is not accustomed to be 
baffled. 
The controlling influences, the 


civil and judicial power, the pretended local 
legislation in Kansas, are all notoriously on 
the side of slavery. Time will soon dis- 
cover whether we are right or wrong in this 
matter. The danger now is, that the ad- 
mission of Oregon or Washington as a free 
S ta te will be resisted by the slaveholders 
and their allies, unless the freedom of Kan- 
sas shall be sacrificed by way of compro- 
mise.

Episcopalians that have turned Komanists 
to the Eomanists that have been converter 
to Protestantism, within the same period,— 
we think it could be shown, is quite insigni 
ficant. 


In England, at tho present day, the so 


called Evangelical party in the Church, are 
the ruling power, beyond a doubt,—and i 
the Tractariana endeavor to "approach the 
creed and ceremonies of Home, we believe 
they do not profess to go beyond the Pro- 
testantism of the Prayer Book.
